Io prevent therefore ſo great a Hazard 
of miſcarrying, it is highly requiſite, the 
| Miniſter be ſent for when the ſick Perſon is 
able to be converſed with and inſtructed, 
and can underſtand, or be taught to under- 
ſtand the Caſe of his Soul, and the Rules 
of his Conſcience, and all the ſeveral Bear- 
ings of Religion, with reſpeCt to God, his 
Neighbour, and Himfelf. For to prepare 
a Soul for its Change, is a Work of great 
Difficulty ; and the Intercourſes of the Mi- 
* B 2 niſter 
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niſter with the Sick, have ſo much Variety 
in them, that they are not to be tranſacted 
at once. Sometimes there is need of ſpe- 


cial Remedies againſt Impatience, and the 
Fear of Death ; not only to animate, but 
to make the Perſon deſirous and willing 


to die, Sometimes 1t 15 requiſite to awa- 
ken the Conſcience by the Terrors of the 
Lord : to open, by Degrees, all the Laby- 
rinths of Sin, (thoſe innumerable Windings 
and Turniogs which inſenſibly lead Men 
into Deſtruction) which the habitual Sen- 
ſualiſt can never be able to diſcover, unleſs 
directed by the particular Grace of God, 


andthe Aſſiſtance of a faithful and judicious 


Guide. Sometimes there is need of the 


Balm of Comfort, to pour in Oil and Wine 
(with the good Samaritan) into the bleed- 


ing Wound, by repreſenting the tender 
Mercies of God, and the Love of his Son 
Jeſus Chriſt to Mankind : And at other

And indeed he that ought to watch all 


the Periods of his Life, in the Days of his

every inſtant of his Temptation. 


The Want of this makes the Viſitations 


| of the Clergy fruitleſs, becauſe they are

From theſe, and the like Conſiderations, 
the Penitent may further learn, that to be 
ſorry for our Sins, is a great and puniſhing 
Duty: That it does not conſiſt in a little 
trivial Concern, a ſuperficial Sigh, or Tear, 


or a Calling our ſelves Sinners, c. but in 
a real ingenuous pungent and afflicting Sor- | 
row. For can that which caſt our Parents 
out of Paradice at firſt; that brought down 
the Son of God afterwards from Heaven, 


and put him at laſt to ſuch a cruel and 
ſhameful Death, be now thought to be done 
away by a ſingle Tear or a Groan ? Can 
ſo baſe a Piece'of Ingratitude, as rebelling 
againſt the Lord of Glory, who gives us 


all we have, be ſuppos'd to be pardon'd by 
a2 lender Submiſſion ? Or can that which 
deſerves the Torments of Hell be ſuffici- 


ently aton'd for by a little Indignation, 


and ſuperficial Remorſe ? 


True Repentance therefore is ever ac- 


ecompanied with a deep and afflicting Sor- 


row; a Sorrow that will break the Heart 
in Pieces, and make us ſo irreconcilable to 
Sin, as that we ſhall chuſe rather to Die 
than to Live in it. For ſo the bittereſt Ac- 
cents of Grief are all aſcrib'ꝰd to a true Re-

So the returning Prodigal went to his Fa- 
ther with an humble Confeſſion of his 
Baſeneſs, and was receiv'd into Favour a- 


gain, Luke 15. 18, 19. 


And becauſe the Number of our Sins, 
arelike the Hairs of our Head, or the Sand 
of the Sea, and almoſt as various too in 
their Kinds as their Numbers; Contefſion 
mult needs be a very extenſive Dury, and 
require the ſtricteſt - Care and Examination 


of our ſelves. For who can tell how oft he 


offendeth? faith David, O cleanſe thou me 


from my fecret Faults ! 


The Penitent, therefore, ſhould be re- 
minded, that his Confeſſion be as minute 
and particular as it can; ſince the more 
particular the Confeſſion 1 is, to be ſure the 
more ſincere and ſafe the Repentance. 

And not only to God, bur to Man like- 
wiſe, in ſeveral Inſtances, is our Confeſſion 


due: For ſo we are expreſly commanded 


by St. James, to confeſs our Faults one to ano- 
ther, Ch. 5. 16. And both Jews and Chri- 


ſtiaus we find, began their Repentance with 


chis. Thus when Jeruſalem, and all Ju- 
dea, and all the Region round about Jor- 
dan, were converted by the Preaching of 
Jobn the Baptiſt, the Text ays.. They went 

out 
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out to him and were baptized of him in Jor- 
dan, confeſſing their Sins, Matt. 3. 5, 6. So 
the Greeks and Jews of Epheſus, that were 
| Converted to Chriſtianity by the Preach- 
ing of St. Paul, made their Entrance into 
it, by Confeſſion of their Sins, and Declara- 
tion of their Deeds, Acts 19. 18. 


And this is the beſt Teſt that any one 


can give of his Humility, Sincerity, and 
Converſion, when he thus judges and con- 
demns himſelf, and gives Glory to God, as 
tis particularly ſo called in the Caſe of 4- 
chan. By Confeſſing our Sins in this Man- 

ner, we effectually kill the Root of Pride, 
and acknowledge the Juſtice of God, in pu- 
niſhing us: And by ſuch an Act of Judg- 
ing our ſelves here, we prevent the more 
angry Judgment of God hereafter; for :f 
| we would judge our ſelves, as St. Paul ſays, 
1 Cor. 11. 31. we ſhould not be judged of the 
Lord. 5 


The Penitent therefore ſhould be inſtru- 
cted, that all Sins which require particular 
AQts of Reſtitution, ought to be confeſs'd 
to the injur'd Party, and Satisfaction made. 
* That in caſe of great Inconveniencies 
(where no real Benefit can accrue to God

to the Conſcience, ſhould in all Reaſon, as 
well as Religion, be confeſſed to him ; 


ſince as he is Phyſician of Souls, he cannot 
tell how to adminiſter ſo effectually to their 
Neceſſities, if the Caſe be not open'd to 


Him (a). . 


For a further Motive therefore to this ſo 
neceſſary a Duty, the Penitent ſhould be 


made ſenſible of the high Privileges and 


Authority of the Miniſterial Office. * That 
God hath made his Miniſters the Publiſh- 
ers and Diſpenſers of his Pardon for Sins, 
by the Commiſſion of the Sacramental

Power of Abſolution confer'd upon their 
Order. * That to this Purpoſe they are 


called Miniſters of Reconciliation, and are 


commanded to reſtore ſuch as are overtaken 
in a Fault, and for that End they come to 
offer their Miniſtry, to reconcile them to 
| God, provided they may have a true and 
| thorough Knowledge of the State of their 
| Caſe. 5 

That in all this, though there is no 
Compulſion upon the Penitent, yet if he 
hide his Sins, he ſhall not be directed, (as the 


Wiſe Man ſays) but e'er long he muſt ap- 
pear before the great Judge of Men and 


Angels : And his Spirit will then be infi- 


nitely more amazed-and confounded, to 
be ſeen among the Angels of Light, with 
the Works of Darkneſs upon him, than it 
would be if he ingeniouſly confeſs'd him- 
ſelf to God, in the Preſence of him whom 
God had ſent to heal him. * That there 
can be no good Argument againſt doing of 
this, but what is deriv'd from Fleſh and 
Blood, from Sins and Infirmities, to all 
which Confeſſion is a direct Enemy, and

- IN 
The fick Penitent, therefore, ſhould be 
often reminded of this; * That nothing 


will be look'd upon as true Repentance, | 
but what proceeds from ſuch a right Prin-

* That therefore he ought to take great 
heed, that his Repentance be nat only the Þ

be laſting and ſincere, bringing forth Works | 


meet for Repentance, ſhould it pleaſe God 


mercifully to prove him by a longer Life. 


But here *tis much to be fear'd, that after 
all his Endeavours to bring Men to a Sight 
of themſelves, and to repent them truly 


of their Sins, the ſpiritual Man will meet 
with but very little Encouragement : For 


if we look round the World, we ſhall find 
the Generality of Men to be of a rude In- 
differency, and a ſeared Conſcience, and 
mightily ignorant of their Condition, with 
reſpect to another World, being abuſed by 


evil Cuſtoms and Principles, apt to excuſe 
themſelves, and to be content with a cer- 
tain General and Tfidefinice Confeſſion; ſo 


that if you provoke them never ſo much to 
acknowledge their Faults, you ſhall hard- 
ly ever extort any thing farther from On

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than this, vis. That they are Sinners, as 

every Man hath his Infirmity, and they as 

* well as any; but, God be thanked, they ö 
have done no Injury to any Man, but are in 1 
- Charity with all the World: And perhaps 
they'll tell you, They are no Swearers, nor "1 
| eAdulterers, nor Rebels, &c. but that, God | 
forgive them, they muſt needs acknowledge 
” themſelves to be Sinners in the main, &c. 
And if you can open their Breaſt fo far, it 


vill be look'd upon ſufficient ; To go any 
| farther, will be to do the Office of an Ac- 


cuſer, not of a Friend. 


But, which is yet worſe, there are a. 
great many Perſons who have been ſo uſed 
to an habitual Courſe of Sin, that the 
Crime is made natural and neceſſray to 
them, and they have no Remorſe of Con- 
ſcience for it, but think themſelves in a 
State of Security very often, when they 
ſtand upon the Brink of Damnation. This 
happens in the Caſes of Drunkenneſs and 
Luxury, and Idleneſs, and mi ſpending of 
the Sabbath, and in Lying and vain Jeſt-, 
ngs,. and Slanderings of others; and par- 
cularly in ſuch Evils @ the Laws do not 
duniſh, nor publick Cuſtoms ſhame, but 

which are countenanced by potent Sinners, 
rd- Pr wicked Faſhions, or Good- nature, and 
iſtaken Civilities. 1 . 
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In theſe and the like Caſes the. ſpiritual 
Man muſt endeavour to awaken their 
Conſeciences, by ſuch Means as follow.

other remarkable Saints, had at ſometimes 
755 Apprehenſions of failing of the mighty.

and Temptation: That many are called, 
but few are choſen: That /lrait is the 
Gate, and narrow is the Way that leadeth to 
Life, and few there be that find it: And 

laſtly, * That if the Righteous themſelves 
fhall ſcarcely be ſaved, there will be no Place 
for the Unrighteous and Sinner to appear 
in, but of Horror and Amazement. 

By theſe and ſuch like Motives to Con- 
ſideration, the ſpiritual Man is to awaken 
the careleſs Sinner, and to bring him to 
Repentance and Confeſſion of his Sins; 
and if either of himſelf, or by this Means, 
the ſick Man is brought to a right Senſe of 
his Condition; then, 5 
2. Let the Miniſter proceed to aſſiſt him 

in the underſtanding the Number of his 
Sins, i. e. the ſeveral kinds of them, and 
the various Ways of prevaricating with the 
Divine Commandments. Let him make 
him ſenſible how every Sin is aggravated, 
more or leſs, according to the different Cir- 
cumftances of it; as by the Greatneſs or 
Smallneſs of the Temptation, rhe Scandal 
it gives to others, the Diſhonour it does to 
Religion, 
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Religion, the Injury it brings along with 


it, to thoſe whom it more immediately 
concerns, the Degrees of Boldneſs and Im- 
pudence, the Choice in acting it, the Con- 
tinuance in it, the Expence, Deſires, and 


Habit of it, Oc. 


3. Let the ſick Man, in the Scrutiny of 


his Conſcience and Confeſſion of his Sins, 
be carefully reminded to conſider thoſe Sins, 
which are no where condemn'd but in the 


Court of Conſcience. For there are certain 
ſecret Places of Darkneſs, artificial Blinds 
of the Devil, with which he uſes to hide 


| our Sins from us, and to incorporate them 
into our AﬀeCtions, by the general Practice 


of others, and the miſtaken Notions of the 


World. As, 1. Many Sins before Men 
are accounted honourable; ſuch as, Fight- 


ing a Duel, returning Evil for Evil, Blow 
for Blow, He. Robbing with a Navy, or 
unjuſtly invading a Neighbour Country 
by Force of Arms, c. 2. Others ſeem 
to have the Countenance of the Law, as 
unlimited Uſury ; which, becauſe Uſury 
it ſelf is permitted in all Countries, Men 
are apt to run into, upon every Occaſion ; 
not conſidering that Uſury, when it is not 
reſtrain'd within its due Bounds, and pro- 
per Circumſtances, is a certain Sin. 3. Some

Theſe are ſome of thoſe artificial Veils, 


and Coverings, under the dark Shadow of 
| which, the Enemy of Mankind makes ve- 
ry many to lie hid from themſelves, blind- 
ing them with falſe Notions of Honour, 
and the miſtaken Opinions and Practices of 
the World; with publick Permiſhon and 
Impunity, or (it may be) a temporal Pe- 


'nalty ; or elſe with Prejudice, or Ignorance 


and Infirmity, and direct Error in Judg- 
„„ ; 1 


Now in all theſe Calls, che Minifters 


are to be inquiſitive and ſtrictly careful, 
that ſuch kind of Fallacies prevail not over 
the Sick; but that thoſe Things which 
paſſed without Obſervation before, may 
now be brought forth, and paſs under the 


Severity of a ſtrict and impartial Cenſure, 

Religious Sorrow and Condemnation. 

4. To this may be added, for the Like- 

neſs of the 5 that there be made a 

general Diſplay of the Neglect and Omiſ-

Principles of Religion: The not beating] 
down and diſcountenancing Sin to his Pow- Þ 


er, eſpecially in the Perſonages of Great 
Men. The not redeeming the Time, and! ! 


growing in Grace, and doing all the Good Þ 
he can in his Generation: The frequent 


Omiſſions of the great Duty of Charity, J a 


in viliting the Sick, relieving the Needy, 
and comforting the Afflicted: The want Þ 
of Obedience, Duty and Reſpect to Supe- Þ 
riors, Parents and Governours, Eccleſia- 
ſtical and Civil; the doing the Work of Þ 
God negligently, or not diſcharging him- 
ſelf with that Fidelity, Care and ExaQ- 


neſs which is incumbent upon him, in the 
Station wherein the Providence of God 
hath plac'd him, G6. 
5. With 
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| +5. With reſpect to thoſe Sins which are 
committed againſt Man, and ſo are parti- 
| cularly to be confeſs'd to Man, the Mini- 
ſter ſhould warn the Penitent, not to de- 
| ceive himſelf by a partial Confeſſion, be- 
| cauſe in ſuch a Caſe he cannot be clear'd in 
the Accounts of the Almighty, by a par- 
| tial Satisfaction. Not that he is to en- 
quire into every particular Circumſtance of 
Time, Manner, Place, Quality, or the 
Names of the Perſons thoſe Sins Were tran- 
ſacted with or committed againſt, (for this 
E would be an indecent and unwarrantable 
Piece of Curioſity) but only to repreſent to 
him, that he can have no Aſſurance of his 
Pardon, unleſs he is willing to make all 
| ſuitable Amends and Satisfaction to his of. 
fended and injur'd Brethren ; as for In- 
| ſtance, if he hath liv'd ia Enmity with 
| any, that he ſhould labour to be reconci- 
led to them; if he is in Debt, that he 
| ſhould do his utmoſt to diſcharge it; or if 
he hath injur'd any one in his Subſtance or 
Credit, that he ſhould endeavour to make 
Reſtitution in Kind for the one, and all 
poſſible Satisfaction for the other, by hum- 
bling himſelf to the offended Perſon, and 
beſeeching him to forgive him. 3 
4 6, If the Sick Perſon be of evil Report, 
the Miniſter ſhould take care, ſome Way 

. Or 
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or other, to make him ſenſible of it, ſo as 
to ſhow an effectual Sorrow and Repen- 


rance. - This will-beſt be done by prudent 


Hints, and artful Infinuations, of recal- 


ling thoſe Things to, his Mind, whereof 
he is accuſed by the Voice of Fame, or to 
which the Temptations, perhaps of his 
Calling more immediately, ſubject him to. 
Or if he will not underſtand, when he is 
ſecretly prompted, he muſt be asked in 
plain Terms concerning theſe Matters. He 


muſt be told of the evil Things which are 


ſpoken of him in Publick, and of the uſual 
N of his Calling. 

And it concerns the Miniſter to follow 
this Advice, without Partiality or Fear, or 


Intereſt, or reſpect of Perſons, in much 
Simplicity and Prudence, having no other 


Conſideration before him, but the conſci- 


entious Diſcharge of his Duty „and the Sal- 
vation of the Perſon under his Care. 


. The Miniſter, in further Diſcharge of 


his Duty to the Sick, mult be careful to ob- 


ferve, that he impoſe not upon himſelf, by 
ſome one or other good Quality rema ckable 
in him. For there are ſeveral Diſpoſitions 
which are good by Accident, and not by 


Principle. Some are charitable to the Poor 


out of natural Tender- heartedneſs, and 
the {fame good Nature makes them als 
an 
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| and compliant with Perſons given to drink, 
N and to ev'ry Temptation which is thiowa 
ia their Way: Others are very juſt: and 


punctual Obſervers of their Word with 


| Men, but make no ſcruple of breaking 
their Promiſes with God. And feveral 
| other ſeeming Virtues there are, which paſs 
| as. real in the Opinion of the World, but 


yet upon Examination are found to be none. 


And yet the Devil hath ſo blinded the Eyes 
ol Men, that few, even of thoſe Perſons 
| who ſtand in moſt need of diſcerning it, 
are ſenſible of the Fallacy. Wherefore it 
concerns the Miniſter, in all theſe Caſes, 
to pull off the Vizor, and rightly to diſtin- 
N guiſh betwixt a real and a ſeeming Virtue. 


8. The Sick Perſon 1 is likewiſe to be ex- 


| amined concerning his Faith, whether he, 
| firmly believes, and has a true Notion of. 
all the Articles of the Chriſtian Religion, 
| as they are excellently ſumm'd up in the 
Apoſtle” s Creed: For in order to Salvation, 
it is indiſpenſably required of us, that we 
| ſhould Believe as well as Do aright. And 
| therefore the Miniſter ought to be as par- 
| ticular in this caſe, as the former; eſpect- 


ally with regard to the great and tunda- 
mental Articles of our Faith. | 
9. With reſpect to his temporal Con- 


cerns, the Sick is to be adviſed to ſet ev*ry 


thing

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thing in order, and (if he hath not alrea- 
dy) to make his Will as foon as he can, 
For if he recovers, this cannot be detri- 


mental; but if he dies, it will be of great 


Comfort and Satisfaction to him. And here 
it muſt be remembred that he diſtribute 


ev'ry thing according to the exact Rules 


of Juſtice, and with ſuch a due Care as to 
prevent all Law-Suits, and Contentions 
for the future; and if he be able, he is to be 
admoniſhed to do ſomething likewiſe out 


| of Charity, and for the ſake of his poor 


Brethren, 
10. In all the Courſe of his Viſitation, 


the Miniſter ſhould frequently be exhort- 


ing the Sick Man to Patience, and a bleſ- 
ſed Reſignation to the Will of God, and 
not to look upon his Sicknefs, as barely 


the Effect of ſecond Cauſes, but as inflic- 


ted on him' by Divine 1 for ſeve- 
ral wiſe and good Ends: As for the Trial 
of his Faith; the Rrerciſe c 0 his Patience; 

the Puniſhment of his Sins; the Amend- 
ment of his Life; or for the Example of

others, who ſeeing his good Behaviour in 


ſuch a Day of Calamity, may gloriſie their 
Father which is in Heaven: Or elſe, that 


it is for the increaſe of his future Welfare; . 
in order to raiſe him 'the higher in Glor 
hereafter, by how much the lower he hat 
been depreſſed here. 11, When 
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11. When the ſpiritual Man hath thus 


: arge his Duty, and the Sick hath 
made himſelf capable of it, by a religious 
and holy Conformity to all the foremention- 
ed Particulars, reſpecting his Condition 
and Circumſtances, he may then give him 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. And 
it is the Miniſter's Office to invite Sick and 
dying Perſons to this Holy Sacrament, pro- 
vided they diſcover a right Senſe of their 
Duty. And, 


- Laſtly, If the Sick Man humbl yand hear- 


tily deſires it, and the Minifter is thorough- 
| ly convinc'd of his ſineere and ample Re- 
pentance, ſo that he may ſafely do it, let 
him then pronounce that Form of Abfolu- 
tion Which is preſcrib'd i in the Viſitation- 
Office; other wiſe let no Fondneſs, or Im- 
| portunity, or partial Affection oblige him to 
| gratifie the Sick Man herein. For altho' 
| there is a ſpecial Commiſſion given by God 
to the Clergy for abſolving Sinners, yet it 
is only upon Suppoſition, that they have 
qualified themſelves for it, in all things 
according to the Laws of Him, from whom 
i they teceiv'd their Commiſſion, 


And therefore (ſaith the learned Para- 
phraſt of the Book of Common-Prayer)

SECT. IV. 


! Of applying Spiritual Remedies to the unrea- 
| ſonable Fears and Dejectious of the Sick, 


T ſometimes happens that good Men, 
eſpecially ſuch as have tender Conſci- 


Fences, impatient of the leaſt Sin to which 
they are arriv'd by a long Habit of Grace, 
and a continual Obſervation of their Ways, 
over act their part, and turn their Tender- 


[neſs into Scruple, and are too much deject- 
ed and doubtful congerning their future Sal- 
vation. In ſuch a caſe, the Miniſter is to 
[repreſent to them, that the Man who is 
jealous of himſelf, is always in the ſafeſt 


Condition: That if he fears on his Death- 


bed, it is but what happens to moſt conſi- 


dering Men, and that therefore to fear no- 


thing then, is either a ſingular Felicity, or 
a dangerous Preſumption. 
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let him be re. minded of the Ferms of the 


Goſpel; * That 'tis a Covenant of Grace 
and Mercy to all; * That Chriſt Jeſus came 
into the World to ſave Sinners; * That he! 
cantinues our Advocate in Heaven, and dai 
ly intercedes with his Father for us; * That 
the whole heavenly Hoſt rejoice at the Þ 
Converſion of a Sinner. * That the Angels 
are deputed by God, to be our Guardians] 
againſt violent Surprizes and Temptati- 
ons. * That there are different Degrees 
of Glory in Heaven, ſo that if we arrive] 
not at the greateſt, we may yet hope, 


by divine Mercy, that we ſhall not be 
excluded the leſs. * That God hath 


promiſed to hear the Prayers of the Rigb. 
| Feonus for his Servants : * That he hath or- 
dained a particular Order of Men in his 
Church for ever, to diſpenſe a Pardon to 
, repenting Sinners. * That God labours 
With us by his Spirit, and as it were be- 


ſeeches us in Chriſt's ſtead to be reconciled to 


Him, 2 Cor. 5. 20. That of all his Atrri- 
pbutes, he glories in none ſo much as in the 


Titles of Mercy and Forgiveneſs. * That 
therefore we do Injuſtice to the Father of 
M-rcies, if we retain ſuch hard Thoughts 
and Suſpicions of him. * That God calls 
upon us to forgive our Brother Seventy Time: 

| ſe ves, 
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But to reſtrain the Extravagance of Fear, 
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ſeven, and yet all that is but like the forgi- 
ving an hundred Pence for his ſake who for- 
gives us Ten thouſand Talents. And there- 
fore if we are ordered to {hew ſuch an un- 
| reſtrained Temper of Forgiveneſs, it is on- 
ly to animate us to truſt in God's much 
more unbounded Mercy. 

By theſe and the like Arguments, the 
ſpiritual Man may raiſe the drooping Spi- 
rits of good Men, in their cauſeleſs Deje- 
 Qions. But becauſe there are many other 
E Caſes of the like Nature, which the Phy- 
fician of Souls will meet with in viliting 
his Neighbours, eſpecially ſuch as are of 
| melancholy Diſpoſitions : It may not be 
| mproper to remark the Principal of them 
here, and to preſcribe the Remedies. 


| Conſiderations to be offer'd to Perſons under 
Religious Melancholy. mo” 


| 1, Some truly Religious Perſons are un 
der fad Apprehenſions of not being in the-. 
| Favour of God, becauſe they find then ut 
| Devotions to be very often cold, their 1 
Prayers diſtracted, and their Delight in {ps - 


ritual Matters, not to be fo great and per- i.» 2 
manent as their Pleaſure and Satisfaction 
is in the Things of the World. 2 


D 2 Now 
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Now to ſuch as have made Religion the 
great Buſineſs of their Lives, who have en- 
dea vour'd to cure thoſe diſtracted Thoughts 
they complain of, and to enflame their 
Souls with Divine Love and Affection to 
their Powers, it may be offer'd, * That 
the different Degrees of Affection with 
which Men ſerve God, do very often de- 
pend upon the difference of their Tempers 
and Conſtitutions, ſince ſome are naturally 
ſo dull and heavy, as to be very difficultly 
affected with any Thing, whilſt others are 
of ſuch a tender make, as to be affected al- 
moſt with every Thing, ſo as to be ſoon ex- 
alted with Joy, or depreſſed with Sorrow. 
* That Sickneſs, Loſſes, and all Afflicti- 
ons, and even Religion it ſelf, in its long 
and continued Exerciſes of Self-denial and 
Thoughtfulneſs, do naturally breed ſuch a 
Tenderneſs of Spirit. * That the beſt of 
Men have never been able at all Times to 
keep their Affections at an equal height. 
* That the zeal and warmth with which 
ſome are affected, is not always an Argu- 
ment of their Goodneſs, * That a ſenſi- 
ble Pleaſure in Religious Exerciſes (how- 
ever delightful to ourſelves) is at no hand 
neceſſary to render our Worſhip acceptable 
to God; becauſe as his Service is a reaſo- 
- zable Service, they who worſhip him not 
as 
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as they are affected by their Paſſions, but 
| as they are led by their Reaſon, muſt be 
| ſuppos'd to act upon a Principle agreeable 
to his Nature. * That as to Diſtraction 
of Thought in the Service of God, it is 
| owing likewiſe for the moſt part to bodily 
| Weakneſs, and therefore if we don't give 
| way to it, but do all we can to ſuppreſs thoſe 
wandring Thoughts, we may be aſſured 
| we ſhall never be blamed for being ſubject 
to that, which by reaſon of the Weakneſs 
ol our Nature we cannot help. * That the 
| firſt Motions of our Mind, as it is 1impoſ- _ 
| ible ro hinder them, fo they are reckon'd 
| by all Divines not to be ſinful, provided 
| we don't encourage them, _ 


2. Some are extremely dejected, be- 


think, with any Sacrifice, but what is of- 


fer'd by Love. 


And to this ſad Purpoſe ſome have inter- 


preted, Rev. 2t. 8. to belong to them,

| cauſe upon ſtrict Examination of them- | 
| ſelves, they find, as they think, all their 
| Religion to be owing, ro their Fears, and 
Fear being a laviſh and a fordid Paſſion, 
they are apt to conclude, that all thoſe 
Services which are not the reſult of a more 
noble Prineiple, will be rejected by God, 
| ſince as He is all Love and Goodneſs, and 
Perfection, he will not be pleas'd, they 
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where the Fearful are join'd together with 
the moſt abominable, who ſhall have their 
part in the Lake which burneth with Fire 
and Brinſtone. . 
To cure the deprav'd and unhappy No- 
tions of ſuch as theſe, it may be argued, 
that 'tis plain from Scripture, that the firſt 
Beginnings of, or Movements towards an 
Holy Lite, are uſually owing tothe Paſſion 
of Fear. * That to this, both our Saviour 
and his Apoſtles do all along addreſs them- 
ſelves in their earneſt Intreaties of Man- 
kind, to turn from the ways of Sin to God. 
Fear him, ſaith our Saviour, % ts able 
io deſtroy both Soul and Bod) in Hell, St. 
Matth. 10. 28. S0 6. & 14. And St. 
Mark 16. 16. And to this purpoſe, faith 
the Apoſtle, Work out your Salvation wit) 
fear and trembling, Phil. 2. 12, And 
2 Cor. 5. 10. Knowing the [errors of the 
Lord, faith he, we perſwade Men. And 
in moſt of the Scripture Proofs we ſhall 
find the chief Argument to Religion, to 
be urg'd from a fear of Puniſhment for 
the neglect thereof: So that to be dejected, 
and render our Lives comfortleſs upon this 
Account, were the moſt unreaſonable Ex- 
travagance; fince this were to ſuppoſe, 
that God had implanted the Paſſion of 
Fear in us in vain ; or what is worſe, only

viour and his Apoſtles perſwading us to be 


Religious from the Terrors of the Lord, had 
deceiv'd and milled us.

and murderers, and whoremongers, and ſor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all liars, ſhall 
have their part in the Lake which burneth 


, with Fire and Brimſtone, &c, It is plain, 
that by the fearful in this place, is meant, 


either ſuch as refuſe to embrace the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, or having embrac'd it, are 


afraid to continue ſtedfaſt to the end, on 


account of the Croſs; and therefore can- 
not be ſuppos'd to have any reference to 
thoſe who are working out their Salvation 
with fear and trembling, according to the 
Direction of the Goſpel. Not but that 


| we are to intermix with this Fear an entire 


Love and Aﬀection to God, to the utmoſt 
of our Powers, from innumerable Argu- 


ments and Motives thereto, which are ob- 


vious to all. : 
3. Some very pious, but unhappy Per- 


| ſons, are grievoully tormented with wick- 


ed and blaſphemous Thoughts, fo as to 
fall under the greateſt Agonies of Mind, 
and often to be ſo near Diſtraction, as to 
chuſe Death rather than Life.

For the Relief and Comfort of theſe, 
the Miniſter ſhould ſuggeſt to them, * That 
ſuch horrid and frighttul Thoughts are

the Frame of their Minds: Or elſe from 


the Malice of the Devil, and the Spirits 
of Darkneſs, who do all they can to ſhake 
our Faith, and to embitter the Chriſtian 
Lite. - -:- - ER N 


If to the former we aſcribe ſuch horrid 
Thoughts, they may be comforted upon 
Aiturance, that they will not be imputed 


torhem as their Sin, any more than a Fe- 


ver or any bodily Diſtemper will, which 
they did not willingly procure, and which 


they have tried all Means to get rid of. 


If to the latter, they may be encouraged 


rather to rejoice, in that nothing is a great- 


er ſign of their being high in the Favour 
of God, than when they are under the moſt 


violent Temptations of the Devil. My 


Brethren, count it all Joy, faith St. James, 
whe ye fall into divers Temptations, ch. 1.2. 


To this effect, they may be taught to con-

2. it will be neceſſary then to endeavour | 
the Cure of ſo great an Evil and Temp- [ 
// Þ tation, by the Addition of the following !

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ON An Exerciſe againſt Deſpair. 
Deſpair aſſe nts as firmly and ſtrongly as 


Faith it ſelf. But becauſe it is a violent 
Sin, and a great Temptation of the Devil: 


It is certain, that thoſe who are fallen 
under it, notwithſtanding their deplorable 
Aſſurance, have more Reaſon to condemn 
their Deſpair, than to condemn themſelves, 


becauſe it is ſo great a Diſhonour to God, 


and will inevitably bring that Ruin along 
with it, which they apprehend, unleſs they 
take Care to prevent 1t in time. For as 


the hypochondriacal Perſon, who fancied 


himſelf dead, made his Dream true when 


he ſtarv'd himſelf, becauſe dead People eat 


not; ſo deſpairing Sinners loſe God's Mer- 
cites, by refuſing to uſe and believe them. 
To Perſons, therefore, under fo ſad, as 
well as dangerous a Condition, let the moſt 
ſeaſonable Advice, and all the moſt com- 
fortable Diſpenſations of the Goſpel be ad- 


miniſtred. To the former Conſiderations 


let the following be added ; 

That God is not willing that ary ſhow/d 
periſh, but defirous that all ſhould come to 
his Glory. * That for this end, we were 
created. * Thar he is ſo far from being 
extreme to mark what is done amiſs, that = 

WI 
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vill not refuſe the returning Prodigal, nor 
| reje&t the worſt of Criminals, th0' their Sins 
| beas red as Scarlet, upon their fincere Re- 
| pentance, * That the Thief upon the 
| Croſs is a demonſtrable Proof of this, and 
| a ſtanding Example to prevent the greateſt. 

| Sinner from Deſpair. * That if God is ſo 
| merciful and condeſcending to the vileſt 
Tranſgreſſors, much rather may we hop 
to be pardon'd for our Weakneſs and Infir- 
| mities. For he knoweth whereof we are 
made, he remembreth that we are but Duſt. 
| Nay, he hath aſſured us, that he will not 
| break the bruiſed Reed, nor quench the 
[moaking Flax. That all Sins ſhall be for- 
given the Sons of Men, except one, which 
is the Sin againſt the Holy Ghoſt, the Sin

| feſs his Sins, they ſhall be forgiven him. 
That even in the Caſe of very great Sins, 
and great Judgments inflicted upon Sinners, 
| wiſe and good Men have declared their 
| Senſe to be, that God ſpent all his Anger, 
and made it expire in that temporal Puniſh- 
ment; and ſo it was ſuppoſed to have been 
| done in the Caſe of eAnanias, Oc. * That 
| nothing can be more ablurd, than to think, 
that ſo great and good a God, who is ſo 
| deſirous of ſaving all, as appears by his 
| Word, by his ſending his Son, by his 
| Oaths and Promiſes, by his very Nature 
and daily Overtures of Mercy, ſhould con- 
| demn any without the greateſt Provocati- 
| 2 of his Majeſty, and Perſeverance in 
A 


Upon the Strength of theſe Arguments 
the deſpairing Perſon may be further taught 


to argue thus with himſelf. 


I conſider that the Ground of my Trou- 


| ble is my Sin, and were it not for that, I. 


ſhould have no Reaſon to be troubled : But 
ſince the whole World lieth in Wickednueſs, 
and ſince there cannot be a greater Demon- 
[tration of a Man's Abhorrence of Sin, than 

to 
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to be ſo deeply affected with Sorrow for it 
I therefore will erect my Head with a ho. 
ly Hope, and think that God will alſo be 


merciful to me a Sinner, as he is to the 


reſt of Mankind. I know that the Mer- 
cies of God are infinite: That he ſent his 


Son into the World on purpoſe to redeem 
ſuch as my ſelf; and that he hath promi- 
{ed over and over, to give to them that ash, 


and to be found of them that ſeek him; and 


therefore I will not diſtruſt his Goodneſs, 


nor look 1pon the great God of Heaven and 
Earth to be worſe than his Word. Indeed 


if from my ſelf I were toderive my Title 


to Heaven, then my Sins were a juſt Ar- 


mem of Deſpair : But now that they 
ring me to Chriſt, that they drive me to 


an Appeal to God's Mercy, and to take 


Sanctuary inthe Croſs,certainly they ought 


not, they cannot infer a juſt Cauſe of De- 


ſpair. Tam ſure it is a ſtranger thing, that 


God ſhould come down from Heaven, and 


take upon him our Nature, and live and 
die in the moſt ignominious State of it, 
than that a ſinful Man, waſhed by the 


Blood of Chriſt, and his own Tears and 


Humiliation, ſhould be admitted to Par- 


don, and made Partaker of the Kjngdom of 


Heaven: And it were ſtranger yer, that 
God ſhould do ſo much for Man, and that 
a

a Man that deſires it, that labours after it to 
the urmoſt of his Power, that ſends up 
| ftrong Cries and Prayers, and is {till with- 
in the Covenant of Grace, ſhould inevita- 
| bly miſs that End for which God did and 
ſuffer'd ſo much, : 


*Tis certain, that of all the Attributes 


| that belong to God, there is none more eſ- 
 ſential to his Nature, and which he takes 
| more Delight in than his Mercy; and 'tis 
as certain alſo, there muſt be proper Ob- 
| jets for this boundleſs and immenſe Attri- 


bute of God, and the moſt proper, if not 
only Objects of Mercy in the Creation, 
are the Children of Men; and of Men 
ſurely thoſe who are moſt grieved and 
wearied with the Burden of their Sins. I 
therefore, who am as pitiful an Object of 
Mercy as any, will chearfully hope, that 
God will both forgive me here, and give 
me the Bleſſing of eternal Life hereafter. 
For I know that eternal Life is purely the 
Gift of God, and therefore have leſs Reaſon 
(ſtill) to deſpair. For if my Sins were 
fewer, and my Diſproportions towards ſuch 
a Glory were leſs, yet ſtill I could not re- 
ceive it, but as a free Gift, and Donation 
of God, and fo I may now, and it is not 
an ExpeQatioa beyond the Hopes of Poſſi- 


bility, to look and wait for ſuch a Gift at 


the 


** 
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the Hands of the God of Mercy. The beſt 
of Men deſerve it not, and I j}whoam the 
worſt, may have it given me. I know that 


1 have ſinned grievouſly and frequently a- 


gainſt my heavenly Father, but I have 
repented, I have begg'd Pardon, I have 
confeſs'd and forſaken my Sins, and done 
all that is poſſible for me to make Atone- 
ment. I cannot undo what is done, and I 
periſh if there be no ſuch thing as a Reme- 
dy, or Remiſſion of Sins. But then I know 
my Religion mult periſh together with my 
Hope, and the Word of God it ſelf muſt 
fail as well as I. But I cannot, I dare not 


entertain ſuch a Thought. I firmly be · 


lieve that moſt encouraging Article of 
Faith, The Remiſſiun of Sins, and ſince I 
do that, which all good Men call Repen- 
_ tance, I will alſo humbly hope for a Re- 
mi ſſion of mine, and a joyful Reſurrection. 

I know that the Devil is continually ly- 
ing in wait to trapan and devour the Souls 
of Men; (for we are not ignorant of his De- 
vices) Wherefore I will fortifie my Spirits, 
and redouble my Guard, and call upon my 
God to enable me to reſiſt all the fiery 
Darts which he now ſo maliciouſly and 
furiouſly ſhoots againſt me. 

Or perhaps this exceeding Dejection, or 
Malady of Mind, may ariſe from the Di- 

5 ſtemper 
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| ftemper and Weakneſs of my Body: Or at 
| moſt, I hope, tis only a Diſeaſe of Judg- 
ment; not an intolerable ' Condition I am 
fallen into: and ſince I have heard of a 
great many others who have been in the 
| fame Condition with my ſelf, and yet re- 
| cover'd ; I will alſo take Courage to hope, 
that God will relieve me in his good Time, 
and wot leave my Soul for ever, in this Hell 
| of deprav'd Fancy, and wicked Imagina- 
| tion. In fine, Ill raiſe up my dejected 
| Spirits, and caſt all my Care upon God, and 
| depend upon him for the Event, which I 
am ſure will be juſt; and I cannot but 
think, from the ſame Reaſon, full of Mey- 
ch. However, now I will uſe all the ſpi- 
ritual Arts of Reaſon, and Religion, to 
make me more and more to love God; that 
if I miſcarry, Charity alſo ſhall fail, and 
ſomething that loves God ſhall periſh, and 


be damn'd ; which if it be impoſſible (as 


Jam ſure it is) then I may have juſt rea- 


lon to hope I ſhall do well. = 
Theſe Conſiderations may be of Service 
to bind up the broken-hearted, and to ſtreng- 
then the bruiſed Reed of a good Man's Spi- 
it, in ſo great and terrible a DejeQion.

to well-diſpos'd Perfons, or reformed Peni- 
tents, or to ſuch as in the general Courſe of 
their Life, have lived pretty ſtrict and 
conformable to the Rules of Religion.

the time of his Sickneſs, theſe Canfidera- 
tions are not proper.

And if he can but entertain fo 
much Hope, as to enable him to do ſo much 
ok his Duty, as he can for the preſent, it is 
all that can be provided for him. And the 
Miniſter muſt be infinitely careful that he 
does not go about to comfort vicious Per- 
ſons, with the Comforts of God's Elect, 
Teſt he proſtitute holy Things, and encou- 
rage Vice, and render his Diſcourſes de- 
ceitful, and the Man ſadly finds them to 
beſo, when he deſcends into the Regions 
of Darkneſs. | . 
But becauſe very few are tempted with 
too great Fears of Miſcarrying, but the 
generality, even of the moſt profligate 
ſort, are rather inclin'd to unwarrantable 
Aſſurances of their future Salvation, it 
will highly concern the Miniſters to pre-
